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INTRODUCTION 


The  Illinois  Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperation,  a 
bipartisan,  legislative  commission  of  the  General  Assembly,  is  mandated 
the  responsibility  of  serving  as  the  "...  information  center  for  the  General 
Assembly  in  the  field  of  federal-state  relations, . .  .  and  compiling  and 
maintaining  current  information  on  available  and  pending  federal  aid 
programs  . .  . ."  [25 ILCS  130/4-2  (1992  State  Bar  Edition)]. 

In  meeting  this  responsibility,  the  Commission  records  and  tracks 
applications  for,  and  awards  of,  federal  grants  to  state  agencies.  In  addition, 
the  Commission  conducts  an  annual  survey  designed  to  identify  the  receipt 
of  federal  aid  funds  by  Illinois  state  agencies. 

The  Federal  Funds  to  State  Agencies  (FFSA)  report  is  designed  to 
provide  legislators  and  legislative  staff  with  a  comprehensive  reference  of 
information  on  federal  funds  that  are  received  by  state  agencies.  The  FFSA 
report  augments  the  information  provided  in  the  Commission's  monthly 
reports  of  federal  fund  transactions  by  listing  federal  aid  awards  on  a  state 
fiscal  year  basis  and  including  descriptive  program  information.  It  is  hoped 
that  this  information  will  help  legislators  and  legislative  staff  develop  a 
clearer  understanding  of  the  federal  programs  used  by  Illinois  state 
agencies,  and  of  the  levels  at  which  those  programs  are  being  funded. 

Overview 

Illinois  state  agencies  participate  in  approximately  300  federal 
programs  per  year.  During  the  past  few  years,  federal  grant  awards  for  the 
programs  used  by  state  agencies  have  continued  to  increase,  following  the 
trend  in  expenditures  for  total  U.S.  grants  (see  Figure  1).  In  FY  1994,  these 
awards  totaled  $7.0  billion  and  were  estimated  to  increase  to  $7.7  billion  in 
FY  1995.  A  significant  amount  of  that  increase  was  the  additional  $576 
million  for  the  Medicaid  program,  due  in  part  to  the  use  of  provider 
participation  fees  used  as  state  matching  funds.  A  closer  look  at  the  table  in 
Appendix  2  reveals  that  the  net  $728  million  difference  from  FY  1994  to  FY 
1995,  although  positive,  is  a  mix  of  increases  and  decreases.  Some  programs 
have  been  increased  by  Congress,  while  other  programs  have  been  reduced 
or  eliminated.

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In  addition  to  the  growth  in  the  Medicaid  program,  some  of  the 
major  increases  in  federal  funds  from  FY  1994  to  FY  1995  include  the 
Department  of  Public  Aid's  Family  Support  Assistance,  Child  Support 
Enforcement,  Food  Stamp  Administration  and  Job  Opportunities  and  Basic 
Skills  Training  programs;  the  Foster  Care  and  Adoption  Assistance 
programs  administered  by  the  Department  of  Children  and  Family  Services; 
Job  Training  Assistance  for  Dislocated  Workers  available  through  the 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Community  Affairs;  the  Department  of 
Public  Health's  Special  Supplemental  Food  Program  for  Women,  Infants 
and  Children  (WIC);  the  Airport  Improvement  Program  for  the  Department 
of  Transportation;  the  Section  8-Moderate  Rehabilitation  program  of  the 
Housing  Development  Authority;  and  the  Chapter  I  Program  for  Local 
Educational  Agencies  administered  by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
Programs  with  substantial  reductions  include  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
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administrative  fund  of  the  Department  of  Employment  Security;  the 
Department  of  Public  Aid's  State  Legalization  Impact  Assistance  (SLIAG) 
program;  Special  Highway  Construction  Projects  available  through  the 
Department  of  Transportation;  State  Revolving  Fund  Capitalization  Grants 
through  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency;  the  Adult  and  Youth 
Training  components  of  the  Job  Training  Partnership  Act  (JTPA);  and  the 
Low-Income  Home  Energy  Assistance  Program  (LIHEAP)  administered  by 
the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Community  Affairs. 

Using  this  Handbook 

The  federal  programs  in  this  handbook  were  included  if  the  funds 
were  received  directly  from  the  federal  government  or  a  non-state  agency. 
Programs  in  which  a  state  agency  received  funds  (subgrants)  from  another 
state  agency  have  been  excluded  to  avoid  "double  counting"  or  falsely 
inflating  the  dollar  totals.  However,  a  new  table  on  subgrants  has  been 
added  in  the  appendix  to  indicate  the  flow  of  federal  funds  from  some  state 
agencies  to  others. 

The  program  descriptions  in  FFSA  are  preceded  by  a  table  of 
contents  that  lists  the  federal  programs  used  by  state  agencies  from  FY  1993 
through  FY  1995.  This  table  will  facilitate  the  location  of  the  federal 
program  descriptions  as  well  as  indicate  which  groups  of  federal  programs 
are  used  by  each  state  agency.  Tables  showing  federal  aid  awards  by  state 
agency  are  appended.  Programs  within  each  agency  are  listed  by  the 
numbers  assigned  to  them  by  the  U.S.  Office  of  Management  and  Budget 
(OMB)  in  their  Catalog  of  Federal  Domestic  Assistance.  Descriptions  of  each 
program  include  the  proper  name,  program  description  (objectives  and 
services  provided  or  supported),  formula  description,  matching 
requirements,  account  identification  number  (federal),  and  a  table 
illustrating  the  outlays  to  Illinois  for  FY  1993,  FY  1994  and  FY  1995. 

This  year's  handbook  contains  two  sections  of  state  information  to 
assist  legislators  and  staff  in  linking  the  federal  program  data  to  the  state 
budget.  A  State  Trust  Fund  section  identifies  the  trust  fund(s)  used  for 
depositing  the  federal  grants,  and  a  table  identifies  (see  example  below) 
which  state  programs  are  supported  and  what  areas  and  populations  of 
Illinois  are  served  by  the  federal  grants.

Domestic  Assistance  (OMB  catalog  numbers).  Each  OMB  catalog  number 
serves  to  identify  a  federal  program  and  the  administering  federal  agency. 
In  a  few  instances  where  federal  programs  are  not  listed  in  the  Catalog  of 
Federal  Domestic  Assistance,  this  Commission  has  assigned  a  unique 
identifying  number.  The  program  descriptions  are  arranged  in  ascending 
order  by  OMB  catalog  number.  For  example,  the  list  below  shows  the  basic 
numbering  scheme  and  the  corresponding  federal  agencies:

Information  Sources 

The  basic  sources  for  the  fiscal  data  included  in  the  FFSA  report  are 
the  Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperation's  Federal  Aid  Surveys 
which  have  examined  the  use  of  federal  funds  by  Illinois  state  agencies 
from  FY  1973  until  the  present.  The  Commission  has  combined  its  survey 
information  with  information  compiled  through  its  federal  aid  tracking 
system  to  obtain  actual  and  estimated  totals  for  most  federal  programs.  The 
fiscal  information  is  supplied  directly  by  the  state  agencies,  and  it  is 
assumed  the  figures  are  supplied  in  good  faith  and  are  substantially  correct. 
In  a  few  cases  where  federal  programs  provide  funds  under  several 
subcategories,  the  fiscal  information  was  obtained  from  Federal  Funds 
Information  for  States  (FFIS),  a  project  sponsored  by  the  National  Conference 
of  State  Legislatures  and  the  National  Governors  Association.  The  primary 
source  for  the  program  descriptive  information  is  the  U.S.  Office  of 
Management  and  Budget's  Catalog  of  Federal  Domestic  Assistance. 
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84.254     STATE  LITERACY  RESOURCE  CENTER 

Program  Description:  This  program  is  designed  to  assist  state,  local,  public, 
and  private  nonprofit  organizations  in  efforts  to  eliminate  illiteracy.  Funds  can 
be  used  to  establish  or  expand  existing  Literacy  Resource  Centers. 

Formula  Description:  The  federal  share  of  funds  under  this  act  cannot  exceed 
80  percent  in  the  first  and  second  year,  70  percent  in  the  third  and  fourth  year, 
and  60  percent  in  the  fifth  and  succeeding  years.  States  participating  in  regional 
centers  must  only  provide  50  percent  of  the  nonfederal  share.  The  nonfederal 
matching  payments  may  be  in  cash  or  in-  kind.

94.001     NATIONAL  AND  COMMUNITY  SERVICE  GRANT 

Program  Description:  This  program  is  administered  by  the  federal  Commis- 
sion on  National  and  Community  Service  and  has  three  state  grant  programs. 
(1)  Serve  America  supports  school-  or  community-based  youth  service  and 
adult  volunteer  programs;  (2)  the  American  Conservation  Corps  and  Youth 
Service  Corps  encourage  the  expansion  of  full-time  or  summer  youth  corps 
projects;  and  (3)  the  National  and  Community  Service  program  encourages  full- 
or  part-time  community  service  by  allowing  service  participants  to  receive  edu- 
cation or  housing  benefits  after  completing  the  service  projects.  In  addition  to 
the  state  grant  programs,  higher  education  consortiums,  local  governments 
and/ or  nonprofit  organizations  can  apply  for  a  grant  that  encourages  college 
students  to  participate  in  community  service  projects.  Locals  submit  their  ap- 
plication to  the  state  lead  agency. 

Formula  Description:  Serve  America  funds  are  allocated  through  a  funding 
formula  based  on  the  school-age  population  of  the  state  and  the  amount  of 
funds  the  state  receives  under  the  Chapter  1  basic  education  grant.  It  also  re- 
quires a  10  percent  (match  which  may  be  in-kind  or  cash)  the  first  year,  a  20 
percent  match  the  second  year,  and  a  30  percent  match  the  third  year.  This  may 
be  waived  in  certain  cases.  The  Conservation  and  Youth  Service  Corps 


Program  has  no  formula.  Grants  are  based  on  the  number  and  quality  of 
proposals.  This  program  requires  at  least  a  25  percent  match  and  may  be  in- 
kind  or  cash.  The  National  and  Community  Service  program  has  no  formula.  It 
allows  a  50  percent  post-service  benefit  for  participants.  The  Higher  Education 
Innovative  Projects  component  of  the  Community  Service  program  has  no 
formula  and  grants  are  based  on  the  number  and  quality  of  proposals  received 
and  the  number  of  institutions  involved  in  the  consortia.  It  requires  at  least  a  50 
percent  match  and  may  be  in-kind  or  cash.

Program  Description:  This  program  provides  funds  for  implementing  and 
maintaining  highway  safety  programs.  Formula  grant  funds  are  available  to 
address  problems  in  areas  such  as  police  traffic  services,  alcohol  and  drug 
counter  measurers,  occupant  protection,  traffic  records,  emergency  medical 
services,  and  roadway  safety. 

Formula  Description:  The  distribution  of  funds  is  based  75  percent  on  a  state's 
relative  share  of  the  national  population  and  25  percent  on  a  state's  share  of 
national  public  road  mileage,  with  no  state  receiving  less  than  0.5  percent.  The 
federal  share  was  limited  to  75  percent  of  the  total  project  cost,  but  increased  to 
80  percent  under  the  provisions  of  the  Intermodal  Surface  Transportation 
Efficiency  Act  of  1991.

Program  Description:  This  program  is  designed  to  assist  in:  (1)  extending 
public  library  services  to  areas  without  service  or  with  inadequate  service;  (2) 
establishing  services  to  individuals  who,  by  reason  of  distance,  residence, 
handicap,  age,  literacy  level,  or  other  disadvantage,  are  unable  to  receive  the 
benefits  of  public  library  services;  (3)  adapting  public  library  services  to  meet 
particular  needs  of  individuals  within  the  states,  including  those  with  limited 
English-speaking  ability;  (4)  assisting  libraries  to  serve  as  community 
information  referral  centers;  (5)  assisting  libraries  in  providing  literacy 
programs  for  adults  and  school  dropouts  in  cooperation  with  other  agencies 
and  organizations,  if  appropriate;  (6)  establishing  library  literacy  centers,  (7) 
strengthening  state  library  administrative  agencies  for  meeting  the  needs  of  the 
people  of  the  states;  (8)  strengthening  major  urban  resource  libraries;  (9) 
establishing,  expanding,  and  operating  programs  and  projects  to  provide  state 
institutional  library  services  to  the  physically  handicapped  and  elderly;  (10) 
increasing  public  library  services  or  access  to  these  services  through  effective 
use  of  technology;  and  (11)  strengthening  metropolitan  public  libraries  which 
serve  as  national  or  regional  resource  centers;  (12)  developing  intergenerational 
library  services;  and  (13)  providing  drug  abuse  prevention  services  in 
cooperation  with  local  education  agencies  or  organizations. 

Formula  Description:  Each  state  receives  $200,000,  with  the  balance  distributed 
on  the  basis  of  resident  population.

The  networks  provide  for  the  systematic  and 
effective  coordination  of  the  resources  of  school,  public,  academic,  and  special 
libraries  and  information  centers.  It  is  also  to  develop  the  technological  capacity 
of  libraries  for  interlibrary  cooperation  and  resource  sharing;  and  to  allow  for 
the  development  of  a  statewide  preservation  plan. 

Formula  Description:  Each  state  is  given  $40,000,  with  the  balance  distributed 
on  the  basis  of  resident  population.

Program  Description:  Grants  are  provided  to  assist  in  training  or  retraining 
library  personnel  in  (1)  areas  of  library  specialization;  (2)  new  techniques  of 
information  acquisition,  transfer  and  communication  technology;  (3)  library 
leadership  through  advanced  training  in  library  management;  (4)  library 
education;  and  (5)  advanced  training  in  management  of  new  organizational 
formats  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  elderly,  the  illiterate,  disadvantaged  or  rural 
residents.  Funds  are  awarded  to  assist  in  the  cost  of  training  or  study,  for  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  fellowships  or  traineeships  with  stipends, 
and  for  developing  and  expanding  programs  of  library  and  information  science. 

Formula  Description:  Fifty  percent  of  the  available  funds  must  be  used  for 
fellowships  or  traineeships.

84.154    PUBLIC  LIBRARY  CONSTRUCTION  AND  TECHNOLOGY 
ENHANCEMENT 

Program  Description:  Funds  are  provided  through  state  agencies  for  building, 
expanding,  remodeling,  and  altering  existing  buildings,  and  the  purchase,  lease 
and  installation  of  equipment  of  any  public  library.  The  term  " remodelling" 
includes  providing  access  for  the  handicapped,  ensuring  safe  working 
environments  and  conserving  eneragy.  Renovating  and  remodeling  to 
accomodate  new  technologies,  and  the  purchase  of  existing  historic  buildings 
for  conversion  to  public  libraries  is  also  allowed.  Funds  may  not  be  used  for  the 
purchase  of  books  or  other  library  materials,  or  for  the  provision  of  services. 


Formula  Description:  The  federal  share  of  the  construction  project  cost  varies 
from  33  to  66  percent,  based  on  a  state's  per  capita  income  as  compared  to  the 
national  average.

Program  Description:  This  program  is  designed  to  assist  state,  local,  public, 
and  private  nonprofit  organizations  in  efforts  to  eliminate  illiteracy.  States  must 
use  the  funds  to:  (1)  award  a  competitive  contract  to  an  eligible  applicant  to 
operate  a  state  center;  (2)  expand  an  existing  center  within  the  state;  and/ or  (3) 
enter  into  an  interstate  agreement  to  develop  and  operate  a  regional  center. 

Formula  Description:  The  federal  share  of  funds  under  this  act  cannot  exceed

centers  must  only  provide  50  percent  of  the  nonfederal  share.  The  nonfederal 
matching  payments  may  be  in  cash  or  in-  kind.

Program  Description:  This  program  is  designed  to  improve  the  diets  of  school 
and  preschool  children;  the  elderly;  needy  persons  in  charitable  institutions; 
other  individuals  in  need  of  food  assistance;  and  to  increase  the  market  for 
domestically  produced  foods  acquired  under  surplus  removal  or  price  support 
operations. 


Formula  Description:  Foods  are  donated  on  the  basis  of  availability  and  need. 
Under  PL  98-8,  foods  are  allocated  to  each  state  on  the  basis  of  a  formula 
combining  the  number  of  persons  in  the  state  living  below  the  poverty  level  (60 
percent)  and  the  number  of  unemployed  persons  (40  percent).

17.235     SENIOR  COMMUNITY  SERVICE  EMPLOYMENT  PROGRAM 
(SCSEP) 

Program  Description:  This  program  is  designed  to  provide,  foster,  and 
promote  part-time  work  opportunities  (usually  20  hours  per  week)  in 
community  service  activities  for  low-income  persons  who  are  55  years  old  and 
older.  To  the  extent  feasible,  the  program  assists  and  promotes  the  transition  of 
program  enrollees  into  unsubsidized  employment.  The  individuals  who  are 
employed  may  be  placed  in  work  assignments  at  local  service  agencies  (e.g., 
schools,  hospitals,  day  care  centers,  park  systems,  etc.),  or  may  be  given  work 
assignments  in  connection  with  community  service  projects.  A  portion  of 
project  funds  may  be  used  to  provide  participants  with  training,  counseling, 
and  other  support  services. 

Formula  Description:  The  statutory  allocation  formula  (Section  506  of  the  Act) 
provides  for  the  distribution  of  funds  among  states  on  the  basis  of  a  hold- 
harmless  factor,  the  number  of  persons  aged  55  and  over  residing  in  each  state 
and  the  per  capita  income  (PCI)  in  each  state.  Project  sponsors  must  contribute 
at  least  10  percent  of  the  costs  of  the  project.  The  sponsor  share  may  be 
contributed  in  cash  or  in-kind.  This  program  has  maintenance  of  effort 
requirements.

The  state  matching  rate  is  20  percent. 

The  STP  is  designed  to  give  state  and  local  governments  the  flexibility  to  meet 
their  needs.  Projects  eligible  for  assistance  include:  construction  and 
maintenance  of  bridges,  transit  capital  expenditures,  planning,  safety 
improvements,  and  wetlands,  wildlife  and  ecosystem  mitigation.  The  state 
matching  rate  is  20  percent. 

In  addition,  the  ISTEA  of  1991  established  an  Interstate  Maintenance  Program 
to  replace  the  previous  Interstate  4-R  program  (20%  state  match),  continued  the 
Bridge  Replacement  and  Rehabilitation  Program  (20%  state  match),  created  a 
new  Congestion  Mitigation  and  Air  Quality  Improvement  Program  (20%  state 
match),  enacted  a  special  apportionment  adjustment  and  authorized  500  special 
projects.

The  Act  further  stipulates  that  the  state  expenditures  in  any  given 
year,  without  federal  assistance,  cannot  be  less  than  the  average  amount 
expended  by  the  state  for  gas  pipeline  safety  during  FY  1967  and  1968  and  for 
the  last  two  fiscal  years  preceding  the  date  of  enactment  of  the  Hazardous 
Liquid  Pipeline  Safety  Act  of  1979.  The  state  agency  must  also  agree  to  provide 
the  remaining  cost  of  the  safety  program(s).  Within  these  limitations,  the 
formula  used  to  allocate  the  majority  of  available  funds  assigns  a  preliminary 
allocation  based  on  a  percentage  factor  inversely  related  to  the  size  of  the 
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requested  funding.  These  amounts  are  modified  by  subtracting  an  amount 
calculated  by  multiplying  the  difference  between  the  total  requests  and  the 
primary  portion  of  available  funds  by  the  result  of  dividing  each  state's  shortfall 
(the  difference  between  the  request  and  the  preliminary  allocation)  by  the  total 
shortfall.

Funds  distributed  to  an 
Indian  tribe  which  performs  law  enforcement  functions  (as  determined  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior)  for  any  program  or  project  described  in  the  Act  shall 
be  100  percent  of  such  costs.

Section  11  of  the  Act  requires  that  the  NAP  factors  be 
adjusted  annually,  according  to  changes  in  the  food  away  from  home 
component  of  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  all  urban  consumers;  the  source  is 
the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics.  Effective  with  the  1981-82  school  year  (school 
year  being  defined  as  the  period  July  I  through  June  30),  and  subsequent  years 
thereafter,  each  state  must  appropriate  from  state  revenues  and  use,  for 
program  purposes,  an  amount  equal  to  30  percent  of  the  Section  4  funds  made 
available  to  the  state  in  the  1980-81  school  year.

The  assigned  rates  of  reimbursement  are  adjusted 
annually  to  reflect  changes  in  the  food  away  from  home  component  of  the 
Consumer  Price  Index  for  all  urban  consumers.  Donated  foods  or  cash  in  lieu 
thereof,  are  also  made  available.
